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'jVilliam    Rockhill,    b    democrat,    of 
Foct  Wayne,    another  "native,  of  New 
Jersey,   and   a  pioneer  citizen  of  Allen 
•county,  was  Mr.    Kennedy's  successor, 
having  been  elected    to    tho    Jhirtieth 
congress — 1847   to   1840 — over  Wm.  D, 
Ewing,  his  whig  competitor,  also  a  pio- 
neer citizen   of  large  wealth  and  influ- 
f-nce.     Mr.     Rockhill    was    one  of  the 
three  county  commissioners  elected   at 
the  organization  of  the  county  in   1824. 
lie    was    a    state  representative  and  a 
state  senator  before  his  election  to  con- 
gress.    He  served  in  congress  one  term, 
and  died  January  15,  1865,  an   honored 
citizen   and  respected  by  all  who  knew 
him.     His  name  is  a  part  of  the  history 
of  Fort  Wayne.      The  late  I.  D.  G.  Nel- 
son, Philo  Rumsey,  of  Santa  Fe,  N.  M., 
and  Nelson  Wheeler,  of  this  city,   mar- 
ried  daughters   of  Mr.   Rockhill.     An- 
other   daughter,    Mrs.     E.      L.      Craw, 
Wright    W.,  Hugh,  M.  C,  John  B.  and 
Howard  C.  Rockhill  are  his  children  by 
1  second  wife.

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Wasiiixoton,  May  21.— rostnia.'iter 
Ociieial  llissell  lias'ik'cideJ  to  give  a 
lieariiif;  in  the  test  cnsc  iiistituti.'d  hy 
cx-k'ttiT  carrier  Sinter,  of  the  Fort 
\\ayiio,  liul.,  postollice,  u  lio  was 
removed  .■iiul  now  .seeks  reinstate- 
ment. Slater  was  fir.st  tcni[)ornrily 
removed  on      the     recomnien(l;i- 

tion  of  Poelmaster  IfoekLiill,  of 
Fort  \\'ayne,  who  alleged  that  Slad-r 
liad  eeusured  him  in  a  Kejuiblienn 
paper.  He  declared  <liig  innocence, 
and  an  in.spcctnr  of  the  department 
was  sent  to  F(irt  Wayne.  The  re- 
port exonerated  him  fron>  the  cliar^e 
of  the  newspaper  as.saiilts,  Imt 
chargeil  ne^'lcct  of  duty,  impolite 
conduct  und  other  ofl'eusea  for  whicli 
permanent  remov;il  wa.s  ordered.

Last  evening  l'o8tma"ter  Kockhiiland 
jhis  aasistant,  .Mr.  Frank  KeplinL'tT, 
}-c'o?ed  up  the  aHaira  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
poRtufTice  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
•  March  31.  The  total  receipts  during 
I  the  year  fr m  the  sale  of  8tam]"i, 
'amounted  to  |G7,n0O,  about  $I,000  more 
Ithaa  the  receipts  of  the  office  althecloje 
of  the  year  in  March,  1893.  Since  .fan- 
uary  1  the  receipts  have  fallen  o8  alight- 
I  ly,  due  possibly  to  the  hard  times. 

The  total  expenditure  of  the  ofGce  for 
!  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $28,000 
I  This  year  the  expense  will  be  increased 
owing  to  the  uperat  on  of  Ibecancelling 
mathiue,  which  aoiouQls  to  about  $.')0u 
per  annum.  Another  aiditioual  ex" 
penso  over  last  year  will  be  the  salaries 
of  the  night  mailing  clerk.  The  Star 
routes  out  of  Fort  Wayne  are  un> 
changfd,  being  the  same  as  they  have 
bicn  for  aeveral  years. 

The  Fort  Wayne  postoffice  will  re- 
main unchanged  as  to  the  class  till  the

Appoiutnients — Hts  Idea  of 

"Good  ot  the  Service." 


.''v.i,t^?\'.r 
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William  Dudley  Fouike,  o(  Rich- 
monJ,  and  Lucius  B.  Swift,  of  In- 
dianapolie,  have  been  here  conduct- 
ing an  examination  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  postofJice  by  Mr.  Rock- 
hill.  The  witnesses  have  testified 
to  these  gentlemen  at  the  Wayne 
hotel,  where  a  Gazettk  reporter  in- 
terviewed Mr.  Foulk*  last  night  at 
S:30o'clock.  Mr.  Koulke  said:  "We 
came  here  as  a  special  committee 
from  the  Indiana  Civil  Service  Re- 
form association. 
Uockbill'M  MetUods    Heralded. 

"We  have  received  several  requests 
both  from  various  pirtios  in  Indiana 
as  well  as  from  New  York,  Boston 
and  Washington  to  make  some  in- 
(|iiirios  into  the  recent  changes 
among  employes  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
tiostoflice.  We  came  here  Thursday 
noon  and  began  to  take  testimony  at 
once,  examiuiug  fifteen  or  twenty 
witnesses. 

UockliUl's  Back  Up. 
"At  first  Mr.  Rockhill  was  unwll- 
llnjf  to  discuss  the  matter  of  these 
removals  when  we  called  upon  him 
at  the  postoflice  this  afternoon,  but 
subsequently  he  called  upon  us  here 
at  the  Wayne  hotel  and  we  went  over 
the  iniiller  with  him  more  fully, 
reading  to  him  all  the  testimony  so 
far  as  taken  and  discussing  each  re- 
moval. 

"The  statements  of  perhaps  ten  or 
a  dozen  of  the  employes  and  former 
employes  of  the  postoUice  were  taken 
lUnil  that  of  five  or  six  other  persons 
who  hud  had  conversations  with  Mr. 
Uockhill  in  regard  to  various  re- 
movals. Mr.  Kockbill  says  that  two 
of  Ibo  men  appointed  by  him  are  Re- 
publicans.    He  ha.i    appointed  about 

ten  in  the  classilied  service. . 

"^T^lieMore  Serious  Complaint 
la  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  old 
men.

The  first  thing  in  order  was  the  re- 
port of  thecommiUeo  appointed  at  the 
previous  meeting.

Second, — That  the  name  of  this  or-" 
ganization  be  the  Fort  Wayne  Ex- 
position anfl  Driving  Association. 

Third, — That  the  capital  stoct  of  the 
said  association  be  $50,00<)  in  shares  of 
$50  each. 

Fourth, — That  the  oflioers  of  said  as- 
sociation consist  of  ft  president,  vice- 
president,  .secretary,  treasurer,  and  a 
board  of  directors  consisting  of  seven 
members  of  the  association. 

Fifth,— It  is  the  judgment  of  this 
commiitco  that  suitable  grounds  be 
purchased  aiid  fitted  up  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  an  annual  exposition 
and  fair  thereon,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee bo  appointed  at  once  to  mako 
the  selection  of  a  site  which  shall  be 
adequate  for  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  institution.

Ue  said  further 
that  the  committee  had  received  a 
groat  deal  cf  oucouragcKcni,  ai.d  felt 
lontident  that  the  necessary  amount 
could  be  raised  on  the  plan  jnst  .to« 
commended. 

Mr.  Boltz  then  look  the  floor  and 
asked  where  the  money  was  to  coDtii 
from,  and  whether  the  plan  contemf 
plated  the  immediate  raising  of  the 
amount  suggested.
